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LIFE  MAGAZINE  HIGHLIGHTS  TV'S  LEADING  LADIES 
BUT  THERE'S  MUCH  ROOM  FOR  DEVELOPMENT  OF  NEW  TV  TALENT 

-  Several  Showcase  Projects  Have  Set  A  Constructive  Example 


Life  Magazine's  cover  story  this  week  on  TV’s  Leading  Ladies  render¬ 
ed  a  second  service  to  television  programmers  over  and  above  the  appreciated  good 
publicity.  For  it  focused  attention  on  ROSS  REPORTS’  oft -repeated  challenge  to  tele¬ 
vision  directors  and  casting  offices  --  develop  stars  from  within  TV’s  own  dramatic 
ranks. .. .and,  at  the  same  time,  constantly  introduce  fresh  talent  so  as  to  prevent  a 
situation  wherein  over-familiar  faces  reduce  the  mass  of  TV  dramas  to  monotony.' 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Life  article  just  happened  to  coincide  with 
our  review  of  two  showcase  projects  of  the  past  week  and  with  the  general  survey  of 
the  talent  picture  which  they  provoked.  Each  of  the  projects  -  the  CBS-TV  presenta¬ 
tion  by  Robert  Fryer  and  the  contest  held  by  ABC-TV’s  "Tales  of  Tomorrow"  -  were  pub¬ 
lic  relations  gestures  to  a  degree,  of  course.  But  an  underlying  appreciation  for  re¬ 
sponsibility  to  the  viewers  and  to  the  talent  pool  were  sincere  motivations. 

CBS-TV 'a  Showcase  was  its  second  such  formal  presentation  at  the 
Mansfield  Theater.  In  introducing  17  different  performances  to  the  assembled  produ¬ 
cers,  directors,  casting  agents  and  talent  scouts  from  Broadway,  Hollywood,  and  other 
networks  as  well  as  CBS  production  executives.  Fryer  said  in  part:  "The  purpose  of 
this  showcase  is  to  present  to  you  new  people . not  without  experience,  but  ex¬ 

tremely  talented  people  who  have  not  had  the  proper  opportunity  in  television,  the 
theater  or  films." 

By  way  of  review,  indeed  they  were  talented  people.  Collected  by 
Fryer  through  CBS  auditions  and  other  sources,  the  individuals  or  groups  had  spent 
some  three  or  four  weeks  in  preparing  special  numbers,  with  the  assistance  of  estab¬ 
lished  professional  coaches.  In  addition  to  Fryer,  agent  Gus  Schirmer  Jr.,  who  super¬ 
vised  a  musical  group  of  four  girls  and  five  boys,  and  Arthur  Batanides,  who  acted  as 
general  stage  manager,  and  Otis  Clements,  who  provided  original  music  and  did  most  of 
of  the  accompanying,  there  were  11  directors  or  composers  credited  with  assists.  John 
Fernley,  casting  director  for  Rodgers  and  Hammerstein,  was  among  them^-  having  coach¬ 
ed  a  really  fine  singer,  Virginia  Paris,  in  her  rendition  of  "Bali  Hai". 

More  than  half  the  contingent  were  really  new  faces,  but  a  goodly 
number  were  "surprise"  performers  in  that  one  would  have  expected  their  previous  work 
to  be  known  to  such  a  professional  audience.  For  example,  William  McGraw  had  a  lead¬ 
ing  role  in  "Angel  In  The  Wings";  Jane  White  numbers  "Strange  Fruit"  and  "Razzle  Daz¬ 
zle"  among  her  parts;  Earle  Hyman  was  seen  in  "Anna  Lucasta  -  CONTINUED  on  Page  12  -

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while  such  as  Norma  Connolly,  Louise  Larabee,  Pat  Bybell,  Mary  Fickett,  Lynn  Merrill 
and  Charles  Grunewell,  among  others,  have  appeared  in  theater  or  on  TV.  Of  the  43 
actors  and/or  singers  participating,  a  number  showed  to  particular  advantage:  Jane 
White,  Earle  Hyman  and  Frank  Sylvera  in  a  scene  from  "Country  Girl". .. .Steven  Cravers 
and  Cris  Hofer  in  a  scene  from  "Detective  Story".... a  pert  comedienne,  Patty  Brill... 
and  singers  Sue  Hight  and  Ellen  Martin.  A  number  of  talented  actors  were  presented  in 
a  tightly  handled  skit,  "The  Back  Bone",  written  and  directed  by  CBS  staffer,  Andrew 
McCullough,  and  four  brief  scenes  from  "The  Women",  directed  by  Richard  Purdy,  were 
amusing  and  effective. 

Undoubtedly,  this  showcase  will  serve  to  stir  a  number  of  TV’s  produc¬ 
er-directors  out  of  a  casting  rut  which  finds  them  resorting  to  the  same  group  of 
performer  acquaintances  repeatedly,  whether  out  of  friendship  or  lack  of  initiative. 

On  a  different  professional  level,  the  highly  aggressive  production 
staff  of  ABC-TV’s  "Tales  of  Tomorrow"  -  a  George  Foley  package  -  have  set  a  fine  ex¬ 
ample  for  other  dramatic  units.  Their  Talent  Contest,  which  picked  a  newcomer  for 
the  feminine  lead  on  the  telecast  of  Friday,  May  9,  at  9 :30pm,  must  be  considered  as 
more  than  a  publicity  promotion. .. .for  director  Mort  Abrahams  and  casting  director 
James  Lister  reportedly  saw  more  than  1200  girls  who  had  never  played  speaking  parts 
on  television,  and  the  operation  exhausted  time  and  effort.  An  announced  policy  of 
at  least  one  new  face  per  telecast  has  been  in  effect  for  the  past  17  weeks,  with  the 
staff  reporting  no  bad  experiences.  Indeed,  if  the  five  finalists  who  performed  for 
a  panel  of  Thomas  Mitchell,  Charles  Underhill,  Julie  Styne,  Jessica  Landau,  Victor 
Seydel  &  Robert  Lewine  (latter  two  representing  the  sponsors,  Masland  &  Kreisler) 
are  an  example  of  the  talent  uncovered  during  the  five  week  contest,  "Tales"  has  in¬ 
sured  itself  of  some  promising  performances  for  a  long  time  to  come.  Winner  Monica 
Lovett  and  runner-up  Helene  Miller  particularly  impressed  with  mature,  trained  per¬ 
formances.  There’s  a  practical  precedent  in  this  talent  concept. 

ANALYZING  THE  TALENT  SITUATION 

There’s  a  better  balance  in  the  working  talent  pool  at  present  as  com¬ 
pared  with  a  year  ago,  when  ROSS  REPORTS  campaigned  via  special  promotion  of  worthy 
TV  actors  who  were  being  bypassed  in  favor  of  Hollywood  stars.  LIFE  points  out  that 
at  least  six  actresses  have  reached  TV  Stardom  (Stella  Andrew,  Felicia  Montealegre, 
Grace  Kelly,  Neva  Patterson,  Rita  Gam,  and  Diana  Iynn  -  who  was  quoted,  "more  cabbies 
recognize  me  now  that  I’m  on  TV  than  ever  did  when  I  was  only  in  movies").  Other  nom¬ 
inees  might  include  the  Mary  Sinclair  -  Maria  Riva  CBS-TV  package,  who  perhaps  have 
lost  rather  than  gained  status  by  their  contracted  over-use.  Miss  Sinclair,  however, 
having  traded  in  her  contract  for  one  with  Paramount,  has  reverted  to  an  infrequent 
schedule  of  TV  appearances. ... .and  of  course,  legitimate  performers  of  the  Nina  Foch 
calibre  rate  TV  stardom  in  their  own  right. 

In  addition,  it  has  been  noted  of  late  that  fewer  film  personalities  are 
making  the  trip  to  NYC  for  a  TV  tour  of  programs.  Rather,  whether  because  t.ic  pay 
now  Justifies  it  or  because  they  realize  that  Infrequency  is  the  key  to  appeal,  they 
are  flying  in  for  important  one -shots ... .and  thereby  leaving  more  fat  parts  for  the 
working  NY  performers.  At  the  same  time,  on  the  west  coast,  which  can  be  likened  to 
NY  a  few  years  back  in  that  mass  production  of  TV  films  Is  relying  on  non-names  as  a 
budget  cutter  (with  the  exception  of  the  Irene  Dunne  package  for  Schlitz  and  the  one 
star  series  like  "Dangerous  Assignment”,  etc.  which  give  the  stars  participations  in 

residual  rights)  there’s  increasing  pressure  from  stars  to  be  allowed  to  do  TV . . 

an  actor  likes  to  work  more  than  anything  else,  and  that’s  something  that  film  stars 
don’t  get  enough  of. 

By  far  the  most  interesting  trend  is  the  fact  that  the  pay  scale  has 
risen... not  Just  for  the  stars  who  draw  up  to  $3000  for  dramatic  roles,  but  also  for 
the  supports,  whose  scale  has  risen  from  the  $100-200  class  to  $200-300  &  up  to  $600.

Undoubtedly  a  good  many  of  theater  and  television  people  thought  of  it*... 
hut  Warren  Wade  and  WOR-TV  have  done  it.  And  that’s  why  New  York  TV  audiences,  actors 
and  authors  have  something  new  and  reassuring  to  shout  about.  A  safe  bet  would  be 
that  the  treat  will  not  long  be  denied  to  independent  stations  and  viewers  around  the 
country  as  well.  The  concept  of  Broadway  TV  Theater  is  so  basically  right  that  furth¬ 
er  exploitation  is  assured.  With  talk  of  a  possible  stock  company  operation  already 
overheard  in  Sardi’s,  will  it  be  television,  of  all  things,  that  brings  back  the  "road"? 

WOR-TV’ s  announcement  that  its  very  first  production  earned  a  32.3  net, 
unduplicated  audience  over  its  5-day  run  has  overwhelming  implications. . .for  918,000 
families  represent  twice  as  many  people  as  the  number  who  saw  "Trial  of  Mary  Dugan" 
during  its  complete,  lj  year,  Broadway  run.... and  at  today’s  theater  prices  and  seat¬ 
ing  capacities  (1000  seats  per  theater  average),  even  a  hit  legit  show  can  only  seat 
1*16,000  a  year.  If  WOR-TV  press  agents  and  researchers  are  raving,  it’s  because  the 
current  estimated  NYC  television  audience  is  pegged  at  a  10,000,000  potential. 

(Incidentally,  since  the  June  1-7  TelePulse  rating  week  coincides  with  a 
full  5  performances  of  one  play,  WOR-TV  will  be  able  to  determine  both  a  cumulative 
and  a  net,  unduplicated  rating  that  will,  it  is  predicted,  set  new  standards  for  both 
cross -the -board  and  single  performance  comparisions.  Without  releasing  its  cost-per- 
thousand  figures,  WOR-TV  already  claims  Broadway  TV  Theater  to  be  the  lowest  of  any 
current  TV  one -hour  drama  series.  General  Tire  &  Cavalier  Cigarettes  benefit). 

Of  course,  the  station  is  plugging  away  at  word-of-mouth  publicity  to  the 
effect  that  viewers  should  tell  their  friends  to  "catch  the  show"  later  in  the  week. 
With  this  as  an  inherent  advantage  for  the  viewer  (as  contrasted  with  such  schedule 
snarls  as  Studio  One  vs  Montgomery  Presents,  etc.),  there  are  further  advtantages 
which  have  been  already  recognized  by  viewers,  critics,  performers,  and  playwrights 
alike.  Aside  from  the  fact  that  there  has  been  little  to  quarrel  with  in  choice  of 
play  or  production  qualities  as  already  exhibited  by  Wade,  director  Richard  Barr,  & 

TV  director  Richard  Lukin,  obvious  assets  are  the  availability  of  properties,  since 
film  rights  are  not  involved  (no  kine)....the  opportunity  for  performers  to  develop 
their  characterizations ... .the  retention  of  original  qualities  and  logical  plot  de¬ 
velopment,  since  scripts  are  practically  unedited  for  TV  &  run  1^  hours  each.... and, 
most  importantly,  the  re-scheduling  concept  not  only  amortizes  cost  and  affords  good 
material  mere  than  one  airing,  but  it  banks  the  hungry  fires  which  consume  material 
so  heartlessly. 

It’s  questionable  as  to  whether  networks  could  clear  time  and  sponsors  as 
readily  as  local  stations,  but  every  consideration  to  ramifications  of  the  concept  on 
both  network  &  local  levels  should  be  afforded.  This  week's  Broadway  TV  Theater  play:

KPHQ-TV,  PEOENIX,  SOLD  -  The  Meredith  Publishing  Co  of  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  has  pur¬ 
chased  Phoenix  radio  &  television  stations  KPHO  &  KPHO-TV 
for  $1,500,000.  E.T.  Meredith,  vice-president  and  general 
manager  of  the  publishing  company  negotiated  the  contract  and  a  separate  contract 
which  names  John  C.  Mullins,  president  Sc  general  manager  of  the  stations  as  managing 
director  and  consultant  under  the  new  setup.  Meredith  also  holds  stations  WEEN-TV  in 
Syracuse  and  WOW -TV  in  Omaha. 
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WOE  EXECUTIVE  SEES  TRANS -OCEANIC  TELEVISION  IN  1953  -  J.R.  Poppele,  vice-president 

of  WOR,  in  a  letter  to  RTMA, 
has  stated  that  trans -oceanic 
television  could  "become  a  reality  if  immediate  steps  are  taken  to  outline  plans  and 
a  course  of  action.  He  feels  that  the  first  important  event  worthy  of  the  step  is 
the  coronation  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  in  June,  1953*  Mr.  Poppele,  who  engineered  the 
first  trans -Atlantic  broadcast  over  WOR  in  October,  1922  lists  two  suggested  methods 
of  accomplishing  the  telecast  -  one  by  TV  relays  from  ship  to  ship,  with  100  ships 
spaced  at  thirty  mile  intervals,  or  by  the  use  of  six  planes  flying  in  a  circular 
pattern  at  altitudes  from  30  to  *40  thousand  feet  at  500  mile  intervals.  A  recent 
RCA  stockholders  meeting  was  told  by  General  Sarnoff  that  international  television 
was  possible  within  5  years.

DUANE  JONES  WINS  SEVERAL  ROUNDS  AGAINST  FORMER  ASSOCIATES  -  As  a  result  of  a  decision 

handed  down  last  week  by 
the  appellate  division  of 

the  NY  State  Supreme  Court,  the  $3*500,000  damage  suit  filed  by  Duane  Jones  against 
former  employees  and  associates  will  probably  come  to  trial  in  the  fall.  The  defen¬ 
dants,  many  of  whom  are  connected  with  the  newly  formed  Scheideler,  Beck  &  Werner, 
had  asked  to  have  the  suit  dismissed,  saying  there  was  no  basis  for  it,  and  following 
two  refusals  by  the  NY5  Supreme  Court  to  do  so,  the  case  was  taken  to  the  appellate 
division.  In  his  complaint*  Jones  alleges  a  conspiracy  on  the  part  of  the  former 
officers,  employees  and  directors  of  Duane  Jones  Company  to  force  him  to  resign  as 
chairman  of  the  company  and  to  sacrifice  his  stock. 

WNBT  PLANNING  ALL-NIGHT  PROGRAMMING  -  Ted  Cott,  vie ©-president -station  manager  of 

the  network’s  key  station,  WNBT,  New  York,  has 
revealed  the  possibility  of  a  2k -hour  operation 
similar  to  that  already  in  effect  on  DuMont’s  station  WDTV  in  Pittsburgh.  Cott  said 
he  would  buy  the  same  Motion  Pictures  for  Television  package  that  is  being  used  at 
WDTV.  A  Friday  night  test  in  the  near  future  will  determine  the  continuance  of 
the  programming  idea. 

WATV( NEWARK)  TO  TRANSMIT  FROM  EMPIRE  STATE  -  The  FCC  granted  permission  last  week 

for  the  Bremer  Broadcasting  Corp,  owner 
&  operator  of  station  WATV  in  Newark, 

N.J.  to  move  the  transmitter  from  West  Orange,  N.J.  to  the  Empire  State  Building. 

When  the  move  becomes  effective,  WATV  will  be  the  sixth  station  to  transmit  from  the 
tower,  with  WOR-TV  the  only  station  in  the  NY  area  not  present. 

ILLINOIS  TECH  ASKS  $k  MILLION  FORD  TV  GRANT  -  The  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 

has  petitioned  the  Ford  Foundation  for 
a  grant  of  $^,250,000  on  behalf  of  the 

Chicago  groups  which  propose  to  operat©  educational  VHF  Channel  12.  The  sum  would 
cover  building  construction  and  operation  costs  for  four  years.  Of  the  total, 
$800,000  yearly  would  be  allocated  to  actual  operating  expenses,  including  building 
maintenance,  personnel,  administration  and  production.  The  remainder,  about  $1  mil¬ 
lion,  would  be  used  to  construct  the  station  and  transmitter.

SUMMER  BOXSCOKE:  SPONSORS  STAY,  BUT  PROGRAMS  FEEL  THE  BEAT 


When  the  networks  succeeded  in  unselling  their  clients  from  that  out¬ 
moded  summer  hiatus  rut,  they  forgot  to  unsell  their  talent  at  the  same  time.  For, al¬ 
though  the  program  shiftings  have  Just  started  and  won’t  he  completed  until  early  in 
July,  it  begins  to  look  as  if  at  least  half  the  "regulars'*  will  be  vacationing  for 
anywhere  from  5  to  13  weeks.  In  most  cases,  the  sponsors  are  holding  the  time, to  be 
sure,  but  they’re  holding  it  with  generally  low  budget  programming,  or  using  It  to 
break  in  new  formats  or  personalities. 


The  current  status  of  confirmed  moves  affords  ample  illustration  that 
the  stars,  the  writers,  the  producers,  etc.  either  want  their  layoff  very  badly  or 
maybe  are  the  sacrificial  lambs  at  the  altar  of  economy  ("if  we  have  to  protect  our 
time  and  station  lineup,  let's  do  it  as  inexpensively  as  we  can"). 


The  following  breakdowns  relate  not  so  much  to  sponsor  activity  as 
to  the  degree  of  program  shifting  over  the  summer  months.  Listings  are  not  absolute- 
ly  complete,  but  most  headline  attractions  are  included.

NIELSEN  COVERAGE  SERVICE  -  A.C.  Nielsen  has  announced  completion  of  the  field  work 

for  his  new  Coverage  Service,  designed  to  measure  the  in¬ 
dividual  audiences  of  more  than  2000  radio  &  TV  stations 
throughout  the  country.  Over  100,000  families  were  interviewed  for  the  first  of  what 
is  hoped  to  be  a  yearly  series  of  reports  (Broadcast  Measurement  Bureau  had  done  simi¬ 
lar  survey  work  before  its  demise).  With  final  tabulations  expected  to  be  ready  by 
late  summer,  Nielsen  has  already  signed  NBC  and  ABC  for  the  service  and  is  now  offer¬ 
ing  it  to  individual  radio  &  TV  stations  at  rates  based  upon  each  station’s  hourly 
time  charge  (four  times  the  total  of  highest  daytime  rate  and  highest  evening  rate, 
for  TV,  minus  $1000  and  other  discounts).  Radio  stations  have  a  higher  schedule, 
while  ad  agencies,  sponsor,  and  other  subscribers  will  be  charged  a  fixed  fee.  Re¬ 
search  was  obtained  from  a  combination  of  personal  interview  and  audimeters,  with 
identical  samplings  used  for  radio  &  TV.  Weekly  and  monthly  individual  station 
audiences  are  analyzed  by  day  and  night  hours,  in  and  out  of  home  and  by  frequency 
of  listening  or  viewing,  as  well  aB  other  data.
